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Foreword 


The  issues  of  psychosocial  drug  use  and  abuse  have  generated  many  volumes  analyzing  the 
"problem"  and  suggesting  "solutions."    Research  has  been  conducted  in  many  disciplines  and 
from  many  different  points  of  view.    The  need  to  bring  together  and  make  accessible  the  results 
of  these  research  investigations  is  becoming  increasingly  important.    The  Research  Issues 
Series  is  intended  to  aid  investigators  by  collecting,  summarizing,  and  disseminating  this 
large  and  disparate  body  of  literature.    The  focus  of  this  series  is  on  critical  problems  in 
the  field.    The  topic  of  each  volume  is  chosen  because  it  represents  a  challenging  issue  of 
current  interest  to  the  research  community.    As  additional  issues  are  identified,  relevant 
research  will  be  published  as  part  of  the  series. 

Many  of  the  volumes  in  the  series  are  reference  summaries  of  major  empirical  research  and 
theoretical  studies  of  the  last  fifteen  years.    These  summaries  are  compiled  to  provide  the 
reader  with  the  purpose,  methodology,  findings,  and  conclusions  of  the  studies  in  given  topic 
areas.    Other  volumes  are  original  resource  handbooks  designed  to  assist  drug  researchers. 
These  resource  works  vary  considerably  in  their  topics  and  contents,  but  each  addresses 
virtually  unexplored  areas  which  have  received  little  attention  from  the  research  world. 

The  Research  Issues  Series  is  a  group  project  of  staff  members  of  the  National  Institute  on 
Drug  Abuse,  Division  of  Research,  Psychosocial  Branch.  Special  gratitude  is  due  Dr.  Louise 
Richards  for  her  continued  guidance  and  support. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Division  of  Research,  NIDA  is  also  planning  to  produce  the  report 
from  the  Task  Force  on  Comparability  in  Research.    The  report  will  have  three  parts:    (1)  Re- 
quisite Items  or  marker  variables,  recommended  for  all  drug  epidemiological  surveys;  (2)  Op- 
tional Items,  those  for  which  standard  formats  are  available  if  the  item  is  within  the  scope 
of  the  study;  and  (3)  Suggested  Correlate  Items  for  which  items  are  not  yet  available  but  are 
being  developed.    The  Project  Officer  for  this  effort  is  Dr.  Joan  D.  Rittenhouse. 

In  contrast,  the  present  volume  deals  essentially  with  personality  and  psychosocial  variables, 
and  the  various  ways  in  which  these  dimensions  have  been  measured.

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Preface 


Identifying,  acquiring,  or  developing  valid  and  reliable  instruments  are  major  problems  facing  ' 
researchers  who  study  psychosocial  drug  use  and  abuse.     Much  time  is  often  devoted  to  creating  a 
measuring  device  when  an  adequate  one  already  exists,  resulting  in  duplication  of  effort,  consid- 
erable waste  of  resources,  and  loss  of  uniform  comparability  of  data.     Furthermore,  few  guidelines, 
exist  to  aid  in  the  arduous  task  of  designing  new  instruments  and  items.     What  areas  or  variables 
should  be  assessed?    How  have  others  attempted  to  assess  these  areas?     How  should  the  items  be 
presented?  | 

This  Handbook  is  designed  to  help  eliminate  these  problems.     It  is  intended  to  serve  as  a  basic 
reference  tool  by  identifying  existing  instruments  and  suggested  items  for  the  creation  of  new 
instruments.     Over  2,000  items  from  forty  instruments  are  included,  categorized  according  to  the! 
areas  they  assess.     The  instruments  from  which  they  were  selected  have  been  found  to  discriminate 
between  drug  users  and  nonusers,  or  have  identified  different  drug  user  types.     Many  of  the  in-  }| 
struments  were  developed  specifically  for  drug  research;  others  were  developed  first  for  use  in 
other  fields.     It  is  hoped  that  this  unique  Handbook  wi 1 1  facilitate  contact  between  instrument 
developers  and  users,  and  enable  other  investigators  to  compare  and  build  upon  previous  research. 

The  preparation  of  this  Handbook  was  possible  because  of  the  cooperation  of  the  developers  of  the 
instruments  included.     In  addition  to  permitting  their  instruments  to  be  used  in  the  volume, 
they  supplied  the  editors  with  supplementary  reports  and  manuals  regarding  their  instruments,  and 
they  reviewed  the  final  drafts  of  the  abstracts. 

The  Handbook  was  developed  from  a  draft  classification  of  questionnaire  items  compiled  by  Dr. 
Alexis  Nehemkis  and  Dr.  Dan  J.  Lettieri  for  the  1975  NIDA  Drug  Lifestyles  Conference.    All  the  i 
summaries  were  prepared  by  Ms.  Mary  Macari.     Dr.  Peter  Bentler  provided  critical  guidance  in  th^ 
conceptual  organization  of  the  Handbook.     Robert  Eichberg  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  dru 
variables  category.

} CATEGORIZATION  OF  ITEMS 

The  items  selected  from  the  forty  instruments  are  classified  or  categorized  into  four  major ^ 
divisions  and  approximately  forty  subcategories  according  to  the  areas  or  subjects  under  assess- 
l^ment.

In  categorizing  items,  not  all   items  could  be  placed  into  only  one  category.     Some  items,  for 
example,  were  applicable  to  the  assessment  of  both  inter  and  intrapersonal  variables.  Wherever 
it  appeared  essential,   items  were  repeated  in  more  than  one  category,  but  repetition  was  avoided 
as  much  as  possible.     The  user  is  advised  to  check  all  possible  categories  where  items  of  inter- 
test  may  be  classified. 

.INSTRUMENT  SUMMARIES 


Descriptive  summaries  of  each  instrument  and  how  each  has  been  used  in  drug  research  are  con- 
tained in  the  fifth  section.     The  summaries  are  arranged  sequentially  by  Instrument  Number.  The 
summary  heading  contains  the  developer,  title,  copyright  or  publication  date,  and  number  of  pages 
of  the  instrument.     This  heading  is  followed  by  a  chart,  highlighting  the  following  information 
.about  the  Instrument: 

•  Target  Drugs:     The  specific  drugs  assessed  by  the  instrument 

•  Age/Grade  Range:  The  age  and/or  grade  range  for  which  the  measure  was  intended  or 
from  which  data  were  obtained  (the  range  should  be  considered  as  a  guide  only,  and 
should  not  necessarily  be  viewed  as  a  finite  limit.) 

•  Assessment  Areas:     General  areas  or  variables  that  the  instrument  assesses,  selected 
from  three  categories: 

Attitudes,  Opinions,  Knowledge  (regarding  drugs  only) 
Behaviors,  Practices,  Use  History  (drug-related) 
Correlates,  Demographic  or  Personal  Data  (non-drug  variables) 

•  Design  Features:     Major  sections  and  scales,  number  and  type  of  items 

•  Admi  n  i  strat  ion :     Timed  or  untimed,  self-administered,  anonymous,   interview,  separate 
answer  sheet 

Abstracts  follow,  containing  when  available,  such  specific  information  as: 

•  Major  purposes,  concerns;  specific  variables  assessed

The  intent  of  the  summaries  is  to  permit  researchers  to  make  an  initial  determination  of  the 
appropriateness  and  merit  of  an  instrument  for  the  researchers'    individual  purposes.     It  is  not 
the  purpose  of  the  summaries  to  comment  on  the  quality  of  the  instruments  or  the  studies  in  whicj' 
they  were  used.     When  available,  technical  data,  such  as  validity  and  reliability,  were  included 
but  no  attempt  was  made  to  provide  definitive  technical  data  on  how  an  instrument  was  developed, 
tested,  and  refined.     If  the  user  finds  an  instrument  of  interest,  the  technical   reports  listed 
at  the  end  of  the  summary  should  be  examined.

Two  types  of  indexes  are  provided.     At  the  bottom  of  each  summary  is  an  Item  Guide.     This  guide 
refers  the  user  to  the  categories  and  pages  where  items  from  the  instrument  are  listed.     At  the 
end  of  the  Handbook,  an  index  to  the  contents  of  the  summaries  has  been  supplied.

Several  of  the  questions  came  from  instruments  developed  by  Peter  Rossi   in  his  study  of  drug  use 
among  college  students  (Groves,  197't);  from  J.  El inson  and  E.  Josephson  in  their  study  of  drug 
use  among  high  school  students;  as  well  as  from  an  instrument  developed  by  Kandel  and  Lesser 
(1972)   in  a  study  of  high  school  students. 


A  study  of  the  validity  of  the  questionnaire  found  that  self-reported  illicit  drug  use  was  con- 
sistent at  one  point  in  time,  but  less  so  over  time.     Self-reported  illicit  drug  use  was  strongly 
related  to  adolescents'  attributes  as  well  as  to  data  independently  obtained  from  best  school- 
friends.     Only  a  very  small  proportion  of  respondents  reported  the  use  of  a  fictitious  drug. 
However,   inconsistencies  over  time  were  related  to  sporadic  patterns  of  drug  use,  suggesting  that 
the  failure  to  report  certain  types  of  drug  use  is  more  the  result  of  poor  recall   than  of  willful 
concealment  of  use.

Information  concerning  students'  knowledge,  experience  and  attitudes  concerning  a  wide  range  of 
illicit  drugs  is  sought.     In  addition,  the  instrument  deals  with  the  students'  experience  with 
alcohol,  tobacco  and  over-the-counter  medicines.     It  was  used  by  the  authors  in  a  NIMH  study  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  obtaining  cooperation  in  the  administration  of  a  standardized  ques- 
tionnaire relating  to  drug  use  and  attitudes  in  a  wide  variety  of  junior  and  senior  high  schools.

ABSTRACT 


Assesses  personal  background  and  general   life  activities  of  persons  who  have  used  narcotic  drugs 
for  non-medical   reasons.     A  series  of  deliberately  worded  questions  cover  six  general   life  activ- 
ities:    drug  taking,  living  arrangements,  work,  criminal  activity,  drug  selling,  and  other  sources 
of  income.     Other  information  sought  includes  family  background,  education,  participation  in  or- 
ganizations, drug  treatment  history,   incarceration,  medical  history,  and  an  account  of  how  the 
respondent  currently  spends  his  time  on  a  typical  day. 

This  schedule  differs  from  others  in  that  it  seeks  to  fractionate  the  respondent's  life  into  dis- 
crete periods  of  time,  differentiated  by  the  regularity  of  his  non-medical  narcotic  drug  usage. 
Each  such  period  is  viewed  as  an  integral  unit. 

The  interview  schedule  is  organized  into  six  parts.     Part  one  deals  with  overall  patterns  of  drug 
abuse;  part  two  with  a  record  of  time  the  respondent  used  narcotics  on  a  daily  basis  and  when  he 
did  not;  part  three  with  general  activities  from  birth  to  the  time  when  he  started  using  drugs 
on  a  daily  basis;  part  four  with  general   life  activities  after  he  started  using  drugs  on  a  daily 
basis  to  the  present  time;  part  five  with  general  background;  and  part  six,  completed  by  the 
interviewer,  deals  with  the  interviewer's  perception  of  the  interview — its  accuracy  and  the  re- 
spondent's truthfulness. 

The  interview  schedule  was  used  in  a  study  of  narcotic  abusers  in  Baltimore  (Nurco,  et  al.,  1975) 
and  in  a  validation  study  of  the  criminal  apprehension  data  (Bonito,  Nurco  &  Shaffer,  1976). 
Results  of  the  studies  can  be  found  in  both  of  the  references  cited.

Studies  a  culture's  orientation  to  life  via  its  members'  attitudes  toward  the  common  human  prob- 
lems of  society.     The  theory  of  Variations  in  Value  Orientations  and  the  schedule  developed  for 
the  testing  of  both  inter  and  intra  variations  have  been  used  by  anthropologists,  sociologists, 
jij  and  psychiatrists  in  a  variety  of  studies.     The  theory  is  based,   in  the  first  instance,  upon  the 
t'  assumption  that  there  is  a  limited  number  of  common  human  problems  for  which  all  peoples  at  all 
times  must  find  some  solution.     This  is  one  of  the  universal  aspects  of  cultures,  because  the 
common  human  problems  to  be  treated  arise  inevitably  out  of  the  human  situation.    A  second  assump- 
tion is:    While  there  is  variability  in  solutions  of  all   the  problems,  it  is  neither  limitless 
nor  random  but  is  definitely  variable  within  a  range  of  possible  solutions.    The  third  assumption, 
the  one  which  provides  the  main  key  to  the  analysis  of  the  variation  in  value  orientations  within 
cultures,   is:    All  alternatives  of  all  solutions  are  present  in  all  societies  at  all  times  but 
are  differently  preferred.     In  other  words,  every  society  has,   in  addition  to  its  dominant  pro- 
file of  value  orientations,  numerous  variant  profiles,  some  actually  required,  others  permitted.

ment, 23)  self-acceptance,  24)  stability,  25)  trustfulness,  and  26)  validity.     Each  factor  is  re- 
presented by  six  items  in  the  instrument.     Only  two  items  from  each  factor  were  selected  for  use 
in  the  Handbook. 

The  inventory  is  currently  being  used  by  Bentler  in  a  study  of  8OO  junior  high  school  students  to 
determine  personality  predictors  of  drug  use  patterns. 

The  instrument  is  an  abridged  and  reformatted  version  of  the  68O  item,  29  scale  Bentler  Person- 
ality Inventory  (1972).     The  BP  I  was  constructed  simultaneously  with  the  Bentler  Interactive  Per- 
sonality Inventory  (BIPl)  so  that  the  two  instruments  together  would  possess  high  convergent  and 
divergent  validity.     The  BP  I   is  a  self-report  inventory,  while  the  BIPl  uses  a  peer-report  format; 
in  all  other  respects,  the  two  instruments    are  parallel.     One  validation  study  of  the  BP  I  in- 
volving 216  pairs  of  friends  yielded  a  2-method   (BPI  and  BIPl),  56  content  scale  correlation  ma- 
trix.    It  was  analyzed  by  a  restricted  factor  analytic  solution  that  yielded  orthogonal  components 
of  variance.    The  mean  K-R  20  internal  consistency  of  the  scales  was  .93.  and  the  mean  convergent 
validity  correlation  was  .55.     The  current  I56  item  inventory  was  revised  from  the  BPI,  based  on 
pretesting;  certain  items  were  eliminated  as  they  were  deemed  inappropriate  for  7th  graders.

The  instrument  was  validated  in  a  study  using  396  9th,  11th  and  12th  graders,  as  well  as  22  drug 
abusers,  22  runaways  and  17  emotionally  disturbed  youth.     Data  analysis  indicated  that  item 
clusters  emerging  from  both  canonical  and  principal  axis  factor  analyses  were  consistent  with 
cluster  categories  initially  hypothesized  and  had  substantial   internal   reliability.     Initial  con- 
struct validity  showed  statistically  significant  outcomes  in  predicted  directions  in  measurement 
of  drug  abusing  youth.

The  original    interview  form  (1968)  was  updated  in  1971;  a  third  form  (Severity  of  Drug  Abuse  Cen- 
tral   Intake  Interview  Form)  was  derived  from  the  first  two  forms.    The  severity  form  categorizes 
users  as  either  mild,  moderate  or  heavy  users. 

In  a  study  of  117  drug-using  psychiatric  patients,  the  severity  form  scoring  system  was  found  to 
be  fairly  reliable  (Cohen  and  Klein,  1971).    Another  study  of  interrater  reliability  of  the  form 
found  that  although  slightly  higher  reliability  is  attained  with  trained  and  experienced  raters 
receiving  identical   information,  drug  severity  can  be  accurately  assessed  with  a  minimum  of  train- 
ing and  at  different  points  in  time  (Cohen,  et  al . ,   In  press).

Assesses  drug  use  patterns,  and  is  primarily  concerned  with  social  and  demographic  characteris- 
tics as  well  as  drug  use.     Three  types  of  information  about  drugs  are  sought:     1)  frequency  of 
usage,  2)  the  source  from  which  drugs  were  obtained,  and  3)  the  perceived  effects  of  the  drug, 
both  adverse  and  beneficial.     Also  surveyed  are  the  number  and  types  of  consultations  the  respon- 
dent has  had  with  mental  health  agencies  and/or  personnel.

Scoring  the  three  scales  in  the  SPl  may  be  accomplished  through  a  simple  hand  coding  procedure  or 
by  computer.     For  a  detailed  description  of  scoring,  see  Edwards  (1973).     Six  weeks  test-retest  re- 
liabilities showed  the  three  scales  were  adequate  for  screening  and  research  purposes.  Internal 
consistency  was  also  shown.     Validity  studies  showed  that  in  an  intercorrelation  of  basic  SPl 
scale  scores,  the  pattern  of  correlations  was  reasonably  well-balanced  and  the  existence  of  three 
separate  dimensions  was  supported.

Discriminates  between  persons  who  would  be  suitable  for  drug  abuse  treatment  and  those  persons 
who  would  not  be  suitable  for  treatment.     The  scale  was  developed  from  items  on  the  Lexington 
Personality  Inventory,  which  is  a  combination  of  the  Psychometric  Index  of  Character  Structure 
(Monroe,  Miller  &  Lyle)  and  the  Minnesota  Multiphasic  Personality  Inventory  (Hathaway,  McKinley). 

The  scale  is  factorial ly  complex.     English  and  Monroe  (1971)  found  four  components  relevant  in 
the  suitability  for  treatment  decision  by  factoring  the  scale.     The  first  component  is  a  rejec- 
tion of  drug  culture  and  values;  the  second  factor  represents  a  denial  of  serious  psychopathology ; 
the  third  component  is  help  seeking;  the  fourth  component  is  i nt ropun i t i veness   (or  self  blame). 

In  a  study  by  English  and  Jones   (1971)  at  the  NIMH  Clinical  Research  Center,  three  groups  of  S's  were 
chosen:     persons  committed  directly  to  treatment,  persons  found  suitable  by  center  staff,  and 
persons  found  not  suitable  by  staff.     These  persons  were  given  the  Lexington  Personality  Inven- 
tory and  the  Suitability  for  Treatment  Scale  (ST) .     Results  were  that  the  committed  group  who 
would  have  been  found  suitable  for  treatment  by  Lexington  standards  differed  quite  reliably 
(p<.Ol)  from  those  who  would  likely  have  been  found  not  suitable,   in  lower  degree  of  psychopath- 
ology, higher  i ntropun i t i veness ,  and  in  greater  rejection  of  drug  culture  and  values.

Assesses  attitudes  toward  eight  areas  of  the  phenomenol og i cal  world:     1)  Self,  2)  Others  (peers), 
3)  Children,  h)  Authority,  5)  Work  (and  accomplishment),  6)  Reality,  7)  Parents,  and  8)  Hope 
(optimism  regarding  the  future).     The  '»8  items  are  classified  into  the  eight  areas,  each  of 
which  is  measured  by  the  sum  of  an  independent  set  of  six  scores.     Scores  are  also  derived  to 
provide  indices  of  relative  positiveness  of  attitude  toward  self  versus  others,  and  intensity  of 
response  (tendency  to  use  end  versus  middle  scale  points  in  responding). 

The  item  pool  was  developed  in  1958  and  subjected  to  expert  judgments  on  item  clarity,  linearity 
and  face  validity.  Through  administration  of  the  instrument  to  relatively  large  populations  of 
undergraduates,  three  major  revisions  of  the  instrument  were  accomplished  using  item  and  factor 
analysis  along  with  other  psychometric  refinement  techniques.  The  Self,  Children  and  Hope  scales 
meet  the  criterion  of  factorial  purity.  The  remaining  factors,  although  not  independent  of  one 
another,  each  load  their  own  hypothesized  scale  factor  more  strongly  than  do  others  in  the  set, 
and  they  are  thus  consistent  with  this  less  restrictive  concept  of  factorial  separation. 

Internal  consistency  reliability  indices,  provided  by  Alpha  coefficients,  range  from  .65  to  .85 
with  the  exception  of  the  Authority  (.53)  and  Reality   (.28)   scales.     The  Reality  Scale  has  been 
retained  in  spite  of  its  unacceptable  reliability  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  instrument. 
Test-retest  reliabilities  for  one-week  (N  =  k8)  and  two-week  (N  =  30)   intervals  ranged  from  .72 

(Reality)  to  .90  and  from  .64  to  .93  respectively. 

Content  validity  was  established  by  selecting  from  the  original    item  pool  only  those  items  which 
100?  of  expert  judges  classified  on  the  scale  intended.     Concurrent,  construct  and  predictive 
validity  evidence  has  been  accumulated  through  more  than  fifty  research  studies  in  which  the  in- 
strument has  successfully  discriminated  or  predicted  in  hypothesized  directions. 

The  Self-Report  Inventory  was  used  in  a  study  of  cigarette  smoking  among  college  freshmen 
(Veldman  and  Bown,   1969)-     SRI   results  showed  substantial   differences  in  attitudes  between  smokers 
and  nonsmokers.     In  particular,  smokers  indicated  a  lower  level  of  self-esteem  than  nonsmokers.

The  original  scale  consisted  of  127  statements  which  could  serve  as  rationalizations  for  smokers 
in  a  state  of  cognitive  dissonance.     From  this  instrument,  a  35-item  scale  was  developed  which 
consisted  of  rationalizations  having  the  highest  discrimination  indexes  in  two  separate  compari- 
sons of  smokers  and  nonsmokers. 

In  a  study  of  college  students  and  plumbers  (Johnson,  I968),  subjects  indicated  their  degree  of 
agreement  with  the  rationalizations  in  a  Likert-type  format.     For  scoring  purposes,  the  response 
alternatives  "strongly  agree"  and  "agree"  were  treated  as  a  single  category,  and  "strongly  dis- 
agree" and  "disagree"  were  also  combined.     Thus,  a  keyed  answer  was  either  an  "agree"  or  "dis- 
agree."   Results  showed  that  smokers  were  more  likely  to  endorse  various  types  of  ideas  which 
could  lower  dissonance  created  by  smoking.

An  attitude  scale  constructed  from  the  orientation  of  Logotherapy,  a  system  of  existential  therapy 
originated  by  Viktor  E.  Frankl .     The  scale  is  intended  as  a  measure  of  Frankl's  basic  concept, 
"existential  vacuum."    According  to  Frankl,  when  one  fails  to  find  a  meaning  and  purpose  which 
gives  life  a  sense  of  unique  identity,  one  experiences  "existential  vacuum." 

The  scale  has  proved  useful   in  individual  counseling  of  students,   in  vocational  guidance  and  re- 
habilitation work,  and  in  treatment  of  both  in-  and  out-patient  neurotics.     However,  the  scale 
should  never  be  used  alone  without  corroborating  evidence  from  other  sources--as  a  basis  for 
either  psychod i agnos i s  or  counseling.     The  instrument  has  also  been  effective  in  group  administra- 
tion for  research  purposes. 

The  scale  is  divided  into  three  parts.     The  20  scaled  items  of  Part  A  are  objectively  scored,  by 
summing  the  numerical  values  circled  for  the  20  items.     Parts  B  and  C  are  interpreted  clinically. 
Only  a  clinical  psychologist,  psychiatrist  or  trained  counselor  can  evaluate  them.     For  most  re- 
search purposes,  sections  B  and  C  may  be  ignored. 

Both  construct  and  criterion  validity  of  the  instrument  have  been  assessed.     It  was  found  to 
discriminate  between  "normal"  and  psychiatric  groups  with  high  significance  (Crumbaugh,  1968). 
The  split-half  (odd-even)  reliability  was  determined  by  Crumbaugh  and  Maholick  (1964)  as  .81

Another  drug-related  measure  in  the  instrument  determines  attitudes  toward  drug  use--a  10  item 
Likert  scale  of  the  perceived  positive  and  negative  aspects  of  non-medical  drug  use.     This  measure 
as  well  as  the  MBR  were  used  in  the  longitudinal  study  to  operational ize  conventionality.  These 
two  measures  were  examined  for  adequacy  of  internal  psychometric  properties  and  were  consistently 
characterized  by  satisfactory  homogeneity  ratios  and  alpha  coefficients.     Validity  of  the  measures 
was  also  indicated. 


Results  of  the  longitudinal  study  revealed  a  similar  pattern  of  personality,  environment  and  be- 
havior differences  between  all  marihuana  user  groups  and  nonuser  groups,  suggesting  a  pervasive 
social-psychological  constancy.    The  same  variables  were  also  predictive  of  the  shift  from  non- 
use  to  use  over  time  among  the  high  school   students  but  not  the  college  students.     Detailed  re- 
sults can  be  found  in  Jessor,  et  al.    (1973)  and  Jessor  (1976).

ABSTRACT

drug  use  in  Vietnam.     The  first  follow-up  study  was  conducted  in  1972.     Vietnam  veterans  were 
interviewed  to  obtain  information  on  drug  use  in  Vietnam,  opinions  as  to  how  the  Army  should  cope 
with  drug  use,  and  personal  histories  in  five  time  periods  (before,  during  and  after  service  in 
Vietnam).     Personal   history  items  included  drug  and  alcohol  use,  family  problems,  marital  his- 
tory, social   relationships,  school  difficulties,  job,  arrests,  depressive  symptoms,  psychiatric 
treatment  and  disciplinary  action.

The  second  follow-up  study  was  conducted  in  197^*.    The  purpose  was  two-fold:     first,  to  learn 
whether  there  would  be  a  continuation  of  the  surprisingly  low  rate  of  heroin  addiction  found 
among  men  exposed  to  narcotics  in  Vietnam  in  the  first  ten  months  after  their  return  from  Viet- 
nam, and,  second,  to  learn  whether  their  post-Vietnam  drug  use  was  any  higher  than  that  found  in 
men  their  age  who  had  not  had  an  exposure  to  Vietnam.     In  addition,  it  was  hoped  to  learn  more 
about  the  natural  history  of  drug  use  of  all  kinds  among  young  men,  and  its  effects  on  their  life 
adjustment.    Areas  assessed  in  the  second  follow-up  interview  include:    work  history,  demographic 
data,  drug  use  patterns,  arrests,  emotional  problems,  attitudes  toward  drugs,  experience  in  drug 
treatment,  and  political  attitudes. 

Preliminary  findings  have  been  reported  in  Robins   (1975).     it  was  found  that  the  low  rate  of  nar- 
cotic dependency  discovered  among  veterans  in  the  first  study  continued  to  hold  up  after  three 
years.     However,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  use  of  amphetamines  and  marihuana.     In  addition,  it 
was  reported  that  veterans  reported  more  experience  with  drugs  before  induction  than  non-veterans 
reported  during  the  same  period  of  their  lives.     For  further  details  see  Robins  (1975).

The  scale  was  developed  within  the  theoretical 
framework  of  social   learning  theory  (Rotter,  ISS'*).     At  its  internal  pole,  the  construct  refers 
to  generalized  expectancies  that  important  reinforcements  are  contingent  upon  one's  personal 
actions,  while  the  external  pole  attributes  control  over  reinforcements  to  luck,  chance,  fate, 
or  powerful  others. 

The  l-E  Scale  is  among  the  most  widely  researched  personality  constructs  in  recent  years.     I  tern 
analysis  and  factor  analysis  show  reasonably  high  internal  consistency  for  an  additive  scale; 
also,  test-retest  reliability  is  satisfactory.     Discriminant  validity  as  well  as  construct  valid- 
ity is  indicated.     For  further  information  on  reliability  and  validity,  see  Rotter  (I966). 

Berzins  and  Ross  (1973)  used  the  l-E  Scale  in  a  study  of  opiate  addicts.     Item  and  total  score 
differences  between  6OO  hospitalized  addicts  and  a  comparison  group  of  8OO  college  students  in- 
dicated the  addicts  showed  strong  internal  expectancies,  especially  on  items  referring  directly 
to  "personal  control."    Multivariate  analyses  of  addict  subgroups  disclosed  greater  internal ity 
for  culturally  favored  subgroups   (males.  White)  than  for  less  favored  ones  (females,  Blacks). 
The  study  found  that,  contrary  to  usual  assumptions,  the  addicts'  strong  beliefs  in  personal  con- 
trol, based  on  drug  effects  rather  than  social   learning,  could  hinder  their  responsiveness  to 
treatment  programs.

The  ES  scale  indicates  wanderlust, 
exhibitionism  in  dress  and  behavior,  the  use  of  hallucinogens,  a  liking  of  modern,  arousing 
music  and  art,  and  flouting  of  "irrational"  authority.     The  Dis  scale  consists  of  items  which 
express  a  hedonistic,  extroverted  philosophy,   involving  drinking  and  a  need  for  social  contact. 
The  BS  scale,  for  males  only,   indicates  dislike  of  repetition  of  experience;  routine  work;  pre- 
dictable, dull  or  boring  people;  a  preference  for  exciting  people,  and  variety;  and  a  restless- 
ness when  things  are  unchanging. 

Good  split-half  and  retest  reliabilities  have  been  indicated  for  all  five  scales  (Zuckerman,  1975; 
Zuckerman,  et  al . ,  1972).     Correlations  of  the  SSS  General  scale  with  other  scales  indicate  sig- 
nificant (p<.Ol)  construct  validity  for  the  General  scale.     For  further  details  on  the  validity 
and  correlation  of  the  SSS  with  other  instruments  see  Zuckerman  (1975). 

The  SSS  has  been  used  in  many  drug-related  studi-es.     In  a  study  by  Zuckerman  (1972),  a  scale  for 
drug  experience  as  well  as  the  SSS  wa^  used.     Findings  indicated  that,   in  males,  the  drug  exper- 
ience score  correlated  significantly  with  all  the  scales  except  Disinhibition.     In  females,  drug 
experience  was  correlated  significantly  with  all  the  scales.    The  highest  correlation  was  with  the 
Experience  Seeking  Scale  for  both  sexes.

Used  in  a  five-year  longitudinal  study  of  students,  grades  four  through  12,  in  a  search  for  pre- 
cursors, correlates  and  sequelae  of  drug  use.     The  reliability  and  validity  of  the  personality 
measures  were  sufficient  to  predict  drug  use  over  time  intervals  up  to  four  years.
